Oil City, Pa., April 25. — A double 


tragedy, in which prominent young 
people were the principals, created a 
great sensation Wednesday afternoon 
In this city and vicinity. Thaddeus S. 
Ross, 35, a clerk in the postoffice, and 
who saw service in the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war, was shot and instantly killed 
ty Miss Isabellc Stroup, 28, a former 
sweetheart, who imm^liately after the 
killing committed suicide. 


The tragedy occurred in the office 


of Dr. George W. Magee, while the 
physician was at lunch. Both victims 
"were members of prominent families, 
Ross was to have been married Wed- 
nesday night to Miss Urusilla Samp- 
sell of this city. There were no wit- 
nesses to >',^B tragedy. 


Ross jr / dining at home with his 


family, • 
cussing the coming mar- 


riage c«, fnony, when the telephone 
rang. 
His father answered the call 


and a.f woman's voice made inquiries 
for "Thad." Mr. Ross called his son 
and the young man, after answering, 
picked up his bat and informed the 
family he had to go to the doctor's 
office for a few minutes, but would re- 
tuin as soon as he could. This was 
the last time his parents saw him 
alive. Miss Stroup arrived at noon 
from

Finding no one in the office she called 
Ross on the telephone and asked him 
to come to the 
office and see her. i

found the dead bodies. In a chair In i 
the corner of the office sat Ross, his | 
head lying back on the" chair and blood 
streaming from a bullet wound in his ' 
neck. His forehead was burned with, 
powder where a bullet entered his 
brain. Anothef ball had pierced his 
heart. 


Miss gtroup was found lying a few 


feet away, face downward, where her 
body partly blocked the 
office door. 


Blood was flowing from a wound in 
her left side. 
The girl wore long 


black kid gloves, but before doing the 
shooting had slipped both her hands 
from the gloves and they hung loose 
from her bloody wrists. It is thought 
she walked over to the chair in which 
Ross was seated, ard, shielding tho 
32-callber revolver with her dress, 
fired Ihe first shot at his heart. Appar- 
ently he never moved, as the position 
of the body was natural when found. 
Wishing to make sure of her work, the 
girl fired two more shots, one taking 
effect in the neck and the other enter- 
ing the brain. Standing over her vic- 
tim, she then shot herself through the 
heart. The revolver dropped from her 
hands and was found near the body.

Mexico City, April 25.—Former Pres- 


ident Manuel Bonilla of Honduras has 
arrived at Coatzacoalcos, Mex., direct 
from his own country. A dispatch 
from Coatzacoalcos says: 


"Bonilla says he will await here the 


anival of a steamer from the south, 
•which will bring a friend, whom he re- 
fuses to name, and that with this 
friend he will proceed to Belize and 
from there back to his own country to 
take up arms. He had apartments at 
the Colon hotel, and there addressed 
a few people in a bitter arraignment 
of all the presidents of Central Ameri- 
can repubics without exception. 
He 


takes a most pessimistic view of the 
conditions and outlook in 
Central 


America, and places the blame on in- 
adequate governments. 


"President Bonilla declared that the 


presidents of the republics need some 
one stronger than they are to take 
care of them and thrash them into a 
sense of what is fitting and right. He 
claims his own deposition from the 
presidency was due to bad faith on the 
part of Salvador, and is optimistic in 
only one thing, in that he believes his 
own country can whip Nicaragua. By 
what means tie refused to state." 


Another Rising In Honduras. 


Mobile, Ala., April 25.—According to 


ne-ns received here by steamer, an- 
other revolution is starting«in Hondu- 
ras in favor of Manuel Bonilla, and it 
has gained some headway in the vi- 
cinltyofEl Pimiento and Chaloma. The 
railroad bridge at Chaloma has been 
tampered with and weryone along the 
line of the'Yoad is said to be ready to 
rise at a moment's notice. There is 
enough dynamite and bombs at the 
fort of Laguna (Puerto Cortez) to 
blow up the whole place, and the in- 
vaders from the interior have only 
three small trails by which they could 
enter the town. Cortez can therefore 
be defended against a much superior 
force. Guatemala, it is reported, has 
a large force on the border, about 40 
miles from Puerto Cortez, but they 
have made no move yet.

Peace Trsaty Agreed To. 


Washington, April 25 — The state 


department has been informed of the 
successful conclusion of the peace ne- 
gotiations at Amapala. A cablegram 
received from Captain Doyle of the 
United States cruiser Chicago says: 
"Peace conference agreed to treaty." 
It is understood from that J, G. Gamez, 
who represented Nicaragua, will be 
laken on the Boston to Corinto and 
that the Boston will proceed to Aca- 
pulco, on her way northward. Senor 
Garcia, the representative of Salva- 
dor in the conference, is to go aboard 
the Chicago and be taken to Acajutla, 
Salvador, and then the Chicago will 
follow the Boston northward.

Columbus, O., April ,25.—An impor- 


tant decision was rendered here by 
E. E. Clark of Iowa, member of the 
interstate commerce commission, who 
began the hearing of the charges of 
discrimination filed by the Ohio rail- 
way commission against the Wheeling 
& Lake Erie and the Hocking Valey 
railways. The decision was to the 
effect that the interstate commission 
has jurisdiction in cases involving the 
practices of railroads, as well as pow_- 
ers to regulate rates. 


The cases ntjjn before Commissioner 


Clark involve the 
Question of the 


use 'of private or leased cars. The 
Ohio railway commission, in the com- 
plaints filed before it, ruled that such 
cars should be taken into account in 
the distribi tion of cars to the various 
coal companies. Companies which did 
not have private or leased cars com- 
plained that it was a discrimination 
against them not to count such cara 
in the pro rata distribution. Proceed- 
ings were I -ought in the federal court 
enjoining the Ohio commission from 
enforcing its rulings. 


The attorneys for the railroads ar- 


gued before the interstate commerce 
commissioner that the Ohio commis- 
sion was in fact, if not technically, in 
contempt in endeavoring to enforce its 
ruling through the interstate commis- 
sion. 


Commissioner Clark maintained that 


under the decision in the Drury case 
the commission had jurisdiction in 
cases of practice as well as rate-mak- 
ing, and that the proceedings in the 
federal court should have been brought 
before the commission. He stated that 
if the case ,went to the supreme court 
that body would simply declare the 
proceeding was one which should have 
been brought before the interstate 
commission. The 
Ohio commission 


was not, therefore, in contempt Com- 
missioner Clarke then ordered the 
hearing to proceed.

The president played an important 


pait in the opening of the exposition 
and the exercises incident thereto, 
•which began soon after he arrived at 
Hampton Roads. In the mcimng there

At half-past 10 the 


president left the Mayflower and was 
met ai the end of the gov eminent pier 
by the o'fHcers of the exposition and a 
militaiy escort, and was saluted by 
the (."iiited States artilleiy stationed 
on tho exposition grounds. An hour 
later the piesidont was escoited to the 
i ^viewing stand on Lee's parade, in

While there are representatives of

Columbus, O, April 2C 
1. — So many 


attempts are made at each session of 
the state legislature to amend the con- 
stitution of Ohio that Senator Sylves- 
ter Lamb of Toledo proposes to dis- 
pose of the whole matter at one swoop 
by a constitutional convention. 


Several constitutional amendments 


are pending before the legisliture, 
prominent among which is the Howe 
resolution to submit to a vote a pro- 
posed constitutional amendment to 
introduce the system of direct legisla- 
tion in Ohio, more familiarly known as 
the1* initiative and referendum. An 
active campaign is being made by the 
direct legislation league to get this 
question, before the voters, and it is

If it be 
adopted by both branches of the gen- 
eral assembly the proposition will go 
upon the general ballot in the fall of 
1908. 
Should it receive a majority of 


all votes cast at that election it will 
be incumbent upon the general assem- 
bly which -will meet the first Monday 
In January, 1909, to arrange for the 
appointment-and compensation of the 
members of the commission.

Among other reforms which Senator 


Lamb will champion during the ses- 
sion of the legislature next year will 
be the adoption of the Massachusetts 
ballot, from which party emHlems 
have been abolished; a mandatory pri- 
mary law and county local option.
